Amid-the noise and tumult of the stirring 
events. which have lately occurred in the 
Var East matters which, under ordinary cit- 
cumstances, would have aroused the deepest 
interest have been allowed to pass almost 
unheeded. ‘The doings of Admiral ‘Togo 
and his Combined Fleet, the plight of the 
Russians on land and sea, the prospects of 
peace and the questions likely to follow a 
settlement of the war, haye all conspired to 
obscure the ititernational-problems raised by 
the difficulties in Morcoco and the secession 
of Norway. Morocco has been a fruitful 
ssource af trouble during the.past few years, 
Almost’ every power in Evrope-— Russia 
excepted—has had a hand in endeavouring 
to arrive at a satisfactory solution of the 
tribal difficulties which have largely arisen 
through the manifold follies and extravagance 
of the young Sultan. 
Spain, Italy, Germany and even ‘Turkey have 
each had to interfere with the concerns of 
Morocco, -and still the troubles continued. 
‘The people have evidently lost faith, in their 
ruler, and -any rebel with a vestige’ of power 
as a leader has been: sure of a following. 
The result of all these trials was that Eng: 
land and, France in particular were on the 
verge of being brought into conflict, and it 
was only by thé nicest management that an 
open rupture was ‘averted, _ Eventually the 
question in so far as England is concerned 
was settled by the treaty which recognised 


France's rights in Morocco, while England | 


received compensating advantages in olher 
directions. Then Germany come on the 
scene and the Kaiser himself did everything 
possible foster Ocrman - interests in. the 
Sultanate. ‘The’ Emperor's high-handed 
methods of compelling attention evoked a 
storm of indignation in France,. and M. 
Delcass¢, we are led to believe, has been 
obliged to resign his high office as Forcign 
Minister in . consequence of the affair. 
Now a conference of the Powers on the sub- 
ject lias been suggested by Germany and 
that seems to be the best way at present to 
reach a settlement of the dispute. Jt is 
really a pity that the Sultan of Morocco and 
all his satallites could nat be wiped out 
entirely. His incapacity and failure to re- 
cognise his manifest duties to -his people 
would—if the circumstances could permit of 


it—entitle the Powers to -put a stop once. 
and for all to the perpetual unrést which’ 


prevails in Morocco. . Unfortunately, Mo- 
rocco is in some respects a buffer state. It 
1s coveted by.every Power which hasan in- 
terest in the Mediterranean, It is the de- 
bateable land of the present day. - It causes 
as much trouble to Europe as Venezuela to 
America, It is just possible that Gerinany's 
proposal to have a conference on the subject 
may lead to some definite scheme of govern- 
ment which will prevent the recurrence of 
the periodical rebellions and crises which 
‘have for so long disturbed the chancelleries 
of Europe. ‘But. it should not b¢:forgotten 
that France has a prior claim to recognition 
in Morocco, and France is not likely to allow 
her interests to be overridden. Were it 
not that all nations are on the side of peace 
the present situation might well be regarded 
with doubt, but it is most probable that any- 
(hing like rupture in the relations between. 
France and.Germany is out of.the question 
altogether. " Withzregard tothe other qucs-

Our correspondent steers clear of that 
possibility by suggesting that: on” moonlight 
nights,the band should play on Blake Pier. 
Unfortunately Blake Pier is scarcely large 
enough for such a performance... The band 
might certainly play there, put nobody else 
could be allowed on the pier, and in a short 
time it would probably be discovered that it 
was a public nuisance and, iv would be 
ignominiously hustled off the Pier, Of 
course there remains the recreation ‘ground 
in front of the.Club, but those who indulge 
in the games of cricket-and ternnis would 
speedily protest against the destruction of the 
" pitches,” and that would put an end to the 
“ moonlight music." Jt may be remarked, 
however, that in Singapore the Municipal 
Band plays on the Esplanade, which is used 
by the various cricket clubs in the southern 
city, and no remonstrance is heard theresof 
disturbed cricket “pitches, It seems to be 
the fact that unless Happy Valley is sug:

“think, again.”. In previous years the’ 
Hongkong Volunteer Corps arranged a 
series uf moonlight concerts on the Parade 
Ground, at the rear-of the Cathedral, and 
they proved an unbounded success. So far 
we have not heard it suggested that these’ 
performances should be given this year, buti 
those who are in authority in the, Volunteers, 
remembering the immense popularity of 
these concerts, might: consider the advisi- 
bility of repeating them: this summer.
